TORONTO, Aug. 1.—A report was 
presented to the G. W..V. A. Conyven- 
tion from the commkt3> appointed to 
confer with the Y.M.C.A. on certain 
> grievances advanced by members 
“geainst the © policy, administration. 
and work of the Y.M.C.A. among Can- 
adian ‘solders, more especially in Eng: 
land aod France. 

“These grievances, of which for a 
Jong time there had been rumor,” says 
theJroport, “came to a head in a reso- 
lution passed at the recent annual 
convention of the G. W-.V. A. (Ontario 
Provincial )held in Hamilton. Thero 
wero two lengthy sessions of this joint 
conference, and after much discussion 
the following points seem to stand out 
clear: 

“1, It would appear that the return- 
ed soldiers who claimed to have 4 
grievance against the work of the Y. 
M. C.. A. were justified Im thelr atc- 
tude of denying that tea, coffee, ci- 
garets, etc, were given away. This 
‘free gifts’ argument was mado the 
basis of appeal for-funds to the Canzu- 
dian public, and very Ittle, if anything, 
was given away In the years 1915 ant 
1916. The testimony to’ this fs oves- 
whelming. i 


The Point at Tssue 


“The average soldier is quite willing 
to pay for what he gets. There weuld 
be no ‘complaint {f he were charged 
for everything—drinks, tobaccco, cine 
mas,‘etc, This is not the point at is- 

' gue. Very few criticisms are heard 
fn France. It is . when the man 
reaches home and hears the appeais 
of Y.M.C.A, officials, etc., based on the 
free distribution of comforts, that he 
begins to prick up his ears and say in 
“effect, “It is not trge. I never received 
apything {ree.’ 1t is this apparent dis- 
crepancy which to a very large extent 
has occasloned the criticism from the; 
Great War Veterans’ Association, the 
members. doing so being soldiers whol 
served in the early years of the war. | 
The Y.MLC.A. at this confercnce con} 
ceded that ‘free distribution’ was non- 
existent in 1914, 1916 and 1916. 

“This would appear to be the basis 
for a great deal of the criticism and 
misunderstanding. The individual cc- 
turned soldier is. thinking, In terms 
of what was done in the years 1915 
and 1916, while the answer of the Y.. 
M. C. A. 4s In terms of their policy of 
1917. 

“Wefeelthatthe Y.MLC.A. have left 
themselves open to criticism, In that 
the financial stalement-xgcently pub- 
lished is the first consolidiated finan- 
cial statement issued by them in con- 
nection with their military work. We 
accept this .statement for the year 
1917 which appears to beta splendid 
report of good work. accomplished. 

“Any socicty or association collect- 
ing moneys for the public, given for 2 
specific purpose, must realize that 
their financial statement Js open to 
criticism from that quarter, therefore 
your committee take this opportunity 
of p tinting out: 

“(a) Under the heavy overhead 
charges of salarics—Canada, Englani

“(b) The financial statement shows 
a balance of aavets on han} January, 
1918, of $656,373.75, and not that of

The life of Flight Lieut. Dunham should be an inspiration to 
every young Canadian with red blood in his veins, and the‘grief 
caused by the early death of this gallant young soldier of the sky 
is temp<red an! transfigured by the novleness of his character and > 
the greatness of his patriotism. 

Tall, handsome and energetic, always courteous and kindly, - 
Lieut, Dunham was a true typo of resourceful young Canadianism, 
rejoicing in the Great Adventure of War, concerned leas with the 
chances of life or death than with thé upbolding of the glory and 
honor of Canada and the Empire. 

Still a young man, clothed in the majesty of death, with the 
glory of a blameleas life in which he took a hero's part, his pass- 
ing ives akled force to the saying that “Death loves a shininz 
mark.’” While little more thar a boy “hé evinced an interest in 
matters military atid joined the 4ist Battal'on at Brockville and 
soon became a goal soldier. When war broke out in 1914 he 
eagerly responded to-his country’s call and went overseas, where 
he was speedily placed on active service in France attached to a 
eyclieat unit. 

Through the strenuous days of the early war period he rend- 
ered valuable and useful service on the shell-torn roads of Flan- 
dere, particularly in the Ypres battle area, traversing them day 
and night, dodging the screaming shells of the enemy and flying 
along the dangerous reads constantly ploughed up, rent and torn 
by hizh ‘explosive Qhellx, carrying deepatches and performing all 
the varied tasks assigned him cheerfully and efficiently. 

Victim of Hun Gas.

Finally his health gave way and he was 
transferret to instructional service and assicned to duty at train- 
ing quarters in Buffale, Then after passing with comparative 
immunity through countless dangers on land, sea and in the air, 
Death called him while he was on dyty in the air aesisting in the 
great tack of training the aerial navies to grapple with the mons- 
ter menace of Hun milifaruun, and he let into the crimson 
sunset” to meet the Great Master and hear the “Well done cood 
and. faithful servant.” the reward ef all such pure and patriotic 
souls whe lay their hves upon the altar of sacrifice for Gol, Home 
and Native Lar. .

VALUE Y.M.C.A’S WORK

officials of the Y.M.C.A. will in he 
future fulfill the promise made to the 
Canadian public of free comforts to 
the soldiers in camp and trench. The 
National Council of the Y.ML.C.A. ad- 
mitted that far the period of time the 
individual charges corer, namely, 
1914,-1915 and 1916, there was no 


organized effort to provide the men} 


with’ free drinks, etc, which 
claim are*now being supplied. 
The Canadian Y.M.C.A. claims that 


they 


Jhas arisen from the fact that tke Bri- 
tish Y.M.C.A, has been working among 
Canadian soldicra and does not pro- 
vide anything free. The British Y. 
M. C. A. charges for admission to the 
cinemas, etc., whereas the Canadian 
Y.ALC.A. In general does not. This 
applies only to 1917. : 

“It is quite possible that a Cana- 
dian soldier has been ministered to hy 
the British Y.M.C.A. and he has taken 
it for granted that it was the Canadiaa 
Y¥Y.M.C.A. The policy of the two asso- 
clations is different. Hence the mis- 
understanding. 

“4. Your committee is of the opin- 
fon that whilst certain individual crt 
ticsms have bocn justfied in view cf 
the circumstances detailed above, the 
work done by the_-Y.M.C.A. is benefl- 
clal to the soldier. The extegt of its 
work can only be really measured if 
it were possible to imagine the Y. M. 
.C. A. or any institution’ doing similar 
work, as being non-existent for some 
weeks. The absenco of them would, 
by force of contrast, bring to light 
the essential value of their work 
among the Canadian soldiers.”

LIMITING THE MEMBERSIUPS

Nicholas was awakened at fire 
o'clock on the morning of the day 
his execution by a patrel of aot 
commissioned officer and six men, He 
was told to dress and was then taken 
to a room where the decision of 
Soviet Council wa« communicated to 
him. He was informed that the exe- 
ention would be carried out in two 
hours. 

The former Emperor, it is added, 
received the announcement of the sen- 
ténce of death with great calmness. 
He returned to his bedroom and col- 
lapsed in a chair. After a few min- 
utes he asked for a priest, with whom 
he was allowed to remain unattended.

Wellington's dictum that the Bat-} 
tle of Waterloo was won on the play- 
ing Selds of Eton ts an epigramatic 
way of expressing the gencral knorl- 
edge that a training in athletic sports 
is calculated to ft a man for the dan- 
gers and hardships of war. Britis’: 
casualty lists are gemmed and strd- 
ded with the names of fallen oSicere 
who in time of peace distinguishe. 
themselves in the football field, thx 
cricket crease, on the river and a! 
polo, and in a dozen other outdoor 
sports. it may be that the dsep- 
chested athlete has shown no greatcr 
bravery than tho puny clerk, but he 
has at any rate lived up to the bea: 
traditions of British sportsmanshiy 
and manhood and has played the 
reat game as gallantly and as mod- 
estly as he played his boyish games 
before the war. What fs true of 
British sportsmen and athletes har 
been equally true of Canadian an? 
Australian athletes. Here in Canada 
she great national game, lacrosse, ba: 
almost ceased.to exist on account of 
the war. “Tie casualty lists have 
contained the names of many well 
known lacrosse players, both cma- 
ieurs and professionals, and the fis- 
urea presented at lacrosse conren- 
tions indicate that the majority vf 
the active players have long since 
been in khaki. A-great many Amer- 
fean athletes from all branches of 
amateur sport have already gone to 
France, and it is because of the strik-

Those of them who have been con- 
scripted have no option but to go, 
but those who fear they may yet hare 
to enlist are taking precautions that 
do more credit to their ingenuity 
than to their patriotism. Many of 
them have found a haven in ship- 
dullding. If engaged as shipbuilders 
they will be exempt from the next 
draft, or so, at any rate, they belicre, | 
and they are as busy as so many 
Noahs in sceking employment as 
shipbuilders. The job does not pay 
as well as baseball, but better than 
soldiering, and is much safer. When 
the war is over these heroes of the 
diamond expect to return to the ball 
parks with ole hides and once 
more prance and pose before the 
American public. In this they prod- 
ably miscalculate, They will find 
that ‘there is no longer a desire on 
the part of the American people to 
contribute to the support of athletes 
who in time of peace were consider- 
ed the very gladiators of the coun- 
try, but who, when war broke out, 
showed nothing but a determination 
not to expose themselves to danrer.

Farmers Think

Mysterious Sign Appears On Flag 


Leaves of Oat plants In Fields 


TORONTO, Aug. 3.—Among the “t 


of munitions of war which are vitay to 
victory, there is none more important |‘ 
than the oat crop of Canada, the food 
for man and beast and one of the most 
valuable of the farmers’ field crops, 
and in the oat plants themselves this 
year many people profess to find a 
portent of coming victory for the al- 
lied arms. 
For some weeks, observant people 
in the agricultural districts, have 
pointed out a curious phenomenon in 
connection with the structure of the 
leaves of the oats, which many claim 
was observed the year the British 
arms trumphed in Bouth Africa. The 
sign or portent ts to be. found .on the 
flaz leaf of the oats, and a reporter 
who pulled several doren leaves from 
several fields around the city’ last 
night, found the sign easily on every 
leaf which he examined. The sign 
can te variously interpreted as the 
letter “B or the fizure “8’* some of 
the leaves looked more like the one 
and seme the other. ‘ 
Does it mean that “victory-i« coming 
to the British arms in 1918? Such ix 
the interpretation given to the phen- 
emenon by the superstitious, who de 
clare they looked in vain for the sign 
last year amd the year before, remem- 
bering the portent of victory in 1903. 


How to Find It. 


The sign may be seen by anyone. | 
It is to be found on the flag leaf,| 
which ig the leaf nearest the head of 
the grain. To find it, pull the leaf. 
in doing which it. is unnecessary to 
injure the grain, and spread the lance- 
shaped frond on a table under a strong 
light. It makes no difference which 
side of the leaf ia uppermost az the 
mysterious sign can be seen on either 
side. About one-third of the distance, 
from the place where the leaf joins 
the plant to the tip, there is usually, 
but not always, an appreciable nar- 
rowing of the leaf, and right at this 
point, impressed through the leaf, a« 
it were, as though with large type, is 
the letter ‘“"B'4r the figure "38", plain 
to the eye. 

One of the peréons interested, ju 
speaking to the press representative, 
said: “They are all talking about it in 
the country, they say that at the time 
of the Boer war the letter “"V" which 
presages “‘viclory,”" was observed in 
similar circumstances on the cat 
leaves. 

“Some say it is a B'' and some eay 
an “8” and many believe that it 
means “victory’’ .for® “Britain” A 
farmer pointed it out to me yestenday 
and it's there all right.” 

Another explanation of the sign 
which finds favor with some is that 
it is connected with the new star, for 
many people believe that astral te 
ore have a special influence on crops. 
The grapevine is supposed to be pecul- 
iarly susceptible to-the influence of 
comets, and wine produced in the year 
when comets in the course of heir 
erratic orbit pass the earth is auppos- 
ed to be better than in other years 
aml the supposition during last cen- 
tury has been proved on many occa- 
sions, commencing with the visit of 
Hailey’s comet in 1811. “Comet Port™ 
was especially sought by connoisseurs 
of wine. 


Infiuence ot Comets 


And comets themeelves, whether or 
not they can inflatnce the growinz 
crops, are believed in many lands to 
presage war. An old Scotchmen now 
in the city, who remembers the Crim- 
ean war, remembers also the visit of 
the comet that year, 

The atrange part of the appearance 
of the sign on the oat leaf this year is 
that it shouki be this year. With the 
portent of victory in South Africa in 
1902 it may safely be assumed that 
eager eyes scannnl the leaves last year 
anl the year before and people there

Did 
you ever think what an army of men 
it takes to make fishing, as scen in 
Canada, what it is—a world power? 
Shipbuilders and lumberjacks, car- 
penters and riggers, sallmakers and 
caulkers, tackle-spinners and all the 
makers of dories, lines, hooks, tubs, 
corks, Soats, sinkers, nets, and in 
fact, the thousand and one odds and 
ends which go to make up the para- 
phernalla of a Osherman’s outfit? Not 
to speak of the actual crew—from 
skipper to cook, fearless, adventur- 
ous—afraid of nothing? 

Well, these men, many of them, 
are among the Canadians manning 
the Grst-line trenches of the Allies, 
are the heroes of Ypres and Vimy 
Ridge and ate holding the “air™ 
against all comers. These fishermen 
are the present-day “Vikings of the 
north,” and nature, not schools and 
colleges, gave them their training. 
Nothing Beats fogs, gales, ice, snow, 
oll-bale calms, currents, loss of reck- 
oning, inability to Ond your ship on 
the banks, through the fog that 
comes up while you are Sshing in a 


.| dory atone and without foo4, for find- 


ing out all about a man. Out of the 
fish boats there Canadians stepped 
to the deck of the men-o’-war in: the 
North Sea or into the ranks of the 
army, it mattered not to them which, 
but many stayed behind to Osh and 
many young lads, not old enough for 
the army, came forward to fill the 

gape in the fisherman ranks. So it Is 
in Halifax one sees such a lot of old 
men and boys working with the fish, 
not to speak of the outports, which 
are behind the scenes so to speak, 
where the women work, 

The fish wives of the outports are 
“the women's legion” of Canada! 

If there are 50,000 men working 
in the fish on the Canadian Atlantic 
coast there must be at least 100.000 
women, helping husbands and sons 
with cod and mackerel day in and 
day out, washing, salting, padding in 
brine, laying out to dry on spruce 
bough atages, turning it at noon, tak- 
ing it in at night, handling It time 
and again each day in all sorts of 
weather for a week’or a fortnight, 
beaide tackling every day's catch as 
it drops to the beach from the laden 
dory. -I had no idea what an endless 
lot of work fish means till I began 
to follow {ts course all around the 
Canadian coast, cast and west. To 
see the women at workron the fish 
makes one realize what real work 
means, and how few of us under- 
stand it. Fish work is not only 
hard, much of it is unpleasant, if 
the women stopped to be finicky— 
which they never do. . Their spirit Js 
too big for that.‘ Your Gaellic woman 
from the Helands of Cape Breton, 
with “the second sicht.” the modern 
Evangelines from St.Mary's Bay or 
St. Peter’s, the habitant woman o! 
Havre Aubert or Perée, the Channel 
Islander Yrom La Rale de Chaleur, 
the Scoich Nova Scotian from Digby 
way, are too sure of themscives to 
turn up thelr noses at fish. 

The talo of the salmon on tho Pa- 
clic coast is equally human. Here it 
is a tale of the Japanese and their 
families, Exiles from home. It is not 
within the scopo of this article to say 
whether “ycllow” labor is tho right 
thing or not, we only know that at 
thia moment of stress in the world’s 
history, the work is everything, and 
by the fortunes of war these Japs of 
the Pacific coast fish-trade are for 
the moment “allies” with the Cana- 
dian east in placing Canadian fish in- 
to the world’s otherwise hungry 
mouth, 

Thd Japa havo established them- 
selves on Liulu Island at a place call- 
ed Stevenson, commanding tho en- 
trance to the Fraser river. The island 
is lowland and it has had to be dyk- 
ed. Beside the canals tho Japs have 
established their little homes, bare 
boarded places devoid of paint, yet 
with every little old tin or paid or 
box filled with carth -and blooming 
with nastaurtiums and chrysanthe- 
mums about tho doorways or by the 
little railed-off gang-plank crossing 
the canal. The Japancae women work 
in the fish as well as tho men. The 
men in tho boats with the salmon 
nets, the women in the canneries, 
their babies ticd up in a shawl on 
their back, Canned fish Is so easy to 
handlo in transportation that the de 
mand is already great and this year 
greater than ever, but for Teasous 
unknown.

Among #arious Canadian women 
who have’ recelved recognition» for 
splendid war services Madame Chasc 
Casgrain, of Ottawa, has been award- 
ed a gold medal from Marquis de 
Vogue, vice-president of the Society 
of Agriculture in France.

Madame Casgrain was the frst 
woman in Canada appealed to to 
work for the relief of devastated re- 
gions in France. Through the Made- 
line de Vescheres Chapter of the 
1.0.D.E. in Ottawa, of which she is 
regent, Madame Casgrain has been 
enabled to send over $15,000 for this 
work, 

She recently returned from a trip 
to the coast, covering some 9,000 
miles, lecturing at various centres 
where she told them of the deplor- 
able conditions in France. “If the 
cast responds like the west we hare 
prospects of a wonderful fund,” said 
Madame Casgrain.

Madame Casgrain has gonc 
to France, where she will conduct a 
canteen under the French Military 
Red Cross, where President Marquis 
do Noailles hag estabjished a hut to 
feed the people from the devastated 
regions.

become by law soldiers enlisted in the Military 
Service of Canada, 


Have failed to report for duty as lawfully 
required of them under the said Military Ser- 
vice Act and the regulations thereunder, in-

SOr.absented themselves without leave 
from our Canadian Expeditionary Force, 


And it is represented that the very serious 
and unfortunate situation in which these men 
find themselves is due in many cases to the 
fact that, notwithstanding the information and 
warning contained in Our Proclamation afore- 
said, they have misunderstood their duty or 
obligation, or have been misled by the advice 
of ill-disposed, disloyal or seditious persons. 


AND WHEREAS we desire, if possible, to 
avoid the infliction of the heavy penaltics which 
the law imposes for the offences of which these 
soldiers have thus been guilty, and to afforti 
them an opportunity within a limited time to 
report and make their services available in Our 
Canadian Expeditionary Force as is by law 
their bounden duty, and as is necessary for the 
defence of Our Dominion of Canada. . 

NOW KNOW YE that we in the exercise 
of Our powers, and of Our good will and 
pleasure in that behalf, do hereby proclaim and

Canadian Vessel 
Burned By U-Boat 


Crew Reaches Canadian Port and 
Tells the Story Of Their 
Capture 

A Canadian Port, Aug, §—The 
four-masted schooner Dornfonteine, 
launched at the Straight Shore, St. 
John, a2 few weeks ago, was cap 
tured and burned to the water's edge 
on Friday afternoon by a German 
U-boat off the Atlantic coast, The 
ship encountered the enemy craft at 
noon, and after holding her crew on 
board for fire hours, the Germans 
told them ta)take to their life-boats 
and row forthe nearest: shore. The 
captain of the Dornfonteine and! his 
crew arrived in this city about 10 
o'clock Saturday erening. They were 
none the worse for their experience 
and went immediately before the na- 
val authorities to give a full account 
of what had happened. .

= Sir* Clive “Phillippe-Wooley died 
saddenly at Bis home at Somencs, 
near Vancouver, on July 9th.- He 
Was one of.the best. known poets in 
British Columbia, é 

Sir’ Clive Phillipps-Wooley was 
born in Devonshire, England, sixty- 
five years ago, being a descendant of 
the noted British family of which 
Lord Clive, who established British 
rule in Indias, was) a j 
member. He was a captain in,the 
British army and later in the royal 
navy and came to British Columbia 
thirty-five years ago on a big game 
hunting expedition. ¥ 

His letters descriptive of his trip 


at that time were published in the 
British preaa and were later publish- 
ed in book form. . 
Sir Clive’s son, a liewtenant-com- 
mander in the navy, was the first 
Canadian-born Britisher to be killed 


in the present war. He was 

in the battle of Falkland Islands. De- 
ceased was a personal friend of 
Theodore Roosevelt, who knew: him 
as a big game hunter. He was a 
noted, poet and was given the title 
of Knight Bachelor a year ‘ago in 
recognition of his contribution to 
Canadian Uterature. He was the 
author of several books. 

The late Sir Clive Phillipps- 
Wooley’s career was one of conser- 
vative and thrilling adventure. In 
his youth—he was then Capt. Clive 
Phillipps, the Wooley being added 
upon the death of a’ relative whose 
will made it a condition of his .in- 
heriting—he accompanied the fanf- 
ous Capt. Fred Burnaby on his ri 
to Khiva on a seret service mission 
for the British Government. For 
later years he distinguished himself 
as the champion swordsman, boxer 
and rifle shot of the British army, 
and for several years acted as charge 
d‘affaires at the British Embassy ‘n 
Russia, Thereafter he took a com- 
mission in the navy, which be held 
until. personal interests, upon the 
death of a wealthier relative, induced 
his withdrawal from the service. Big 
game hunting next claimed his at- 
tention, Africa, India and the Farth- 
cst West In turn claiming his atten- 
tion, For some time he was the close 
companion of F. C, Sellers, the ton 
king, later being associated fratern- 
ally with Sir Rider (then Mr. Hag- 
gard), in several of whose works he 
figures under a fictional name as one 
of the principal characters. Settling 
down, as he confidently believed, tn 
England, he waagfor a time the edi- 
tor of the Badminton Magazine, and 
afterward tht originator of the Bad- 
minton Library, the authoritative en- 
cyclopediae for all British sports- 
men, several of the principal volumes 
in which are from his pen. An ar- 
dent Imperialist always his natural 
poetic genius had during the past 
thirty years been displayed almost 
continuously In preaching the gospel 
of preparedness for the war which 
ten years ago he predicted confident- 
ly .to a derisive or indulgent people. 
In his collected verse under the title 
“Songs of an English Esau” are 
some of the most stirring Imperial- 
istic poems of the age, the gem of 
the collection being perhaps “The 
Sea Queen Wakes.” In the fleld of 
fiction he has been an active worker, 
a new book bearing his name appear- 
ing almost annually until about fre 
years ago. “The Chicamon Stone,” 
and “Gold, Gold in Cariboo,” are 
favorite romances in which the 
charm and atmosphere of the British 
Columbia mountains are admirably 
caught and communicated. Latterly 
Sir Clive has Been playing his own 
important role in the machinery 
war organization as chief censor { 
Western Canada.

Several of the imprisoned ‘officers 
were contriving an escape.

Ool. Joseph Hoyle Sates Lives cif 
Roumania Deputies 

Col. Joseph. Boyle, = canane sae 
cer, from the Yukon, has become the 
popular hero of Roumania and weara 
the highest Roumanian; decoration 
within ‘the gift of the King for sav- 
ing a number of Roumanian depu- 
tles from certaln exile, and+proba! 
death at the hands:of the Ru: 
Bolsheviks, according to travellers 
reaching France from Jassy, the 
temporary Roumantan capital. 
*Soon after the Russian’ Bolshe- 
vikj, broke off. relations with Rou- 
mi last January,.as the result of 
alleged; anti-Bolshovik activitiels ,on 
the part of the Roumanian deputies, 
several of these officials were arrest- 
ed at Odessa, following the invasion 
of Bessarabia by Roumanian troops, 
They were sentenced to exile to Se 
bastopol and were placed on board 
a ship to be deported. None of them 
know what their fate might be and 
everyone was convinced they would 
never see their native country again. 

Col. Boyle pleaded in their behalf 
with the Bolshevik! leaders and in- 
ssted upon their -innocence. The 
Bolshevik authorities were deaf to 
his appeals, and would not revoke 
the sentence of exile. Col. Boyle then 
declared that If the Roumanian depu- 
tles were deported he would share 
their fate. A special steamer con- 
veyed the deputies and Col. Boyle to 
Sebastopol, wheru, after a stay of sev- 
eral days, during which the party 
suffered many hardships, Col. Boyle 
finally convinced the Russians that 
the Romanians were {nnocent, and 
all were released.

ONTARIO STILL LEADS. 


The Military Service Act Has Recelv- 
ed Loyal Support. © 

As the Province of Ontario was en- 
thusiastic for the Military Service 
Act, the citizens of the province have 
done their duty to the full under the 
act, It will be remembered that the 
act called for 100,000, and That these 
were allotted in proportion to tho 
population without considering what 
the various provinces had done under 
the rolunteer system. QOntariy went 


j right at the new task, and it was an- 


pounced several weeks ago that the 
Ontario Milltary Districts, Hike some 
of the districts in the West, have 
already filled their allotments and 
are, continuing to draft men. If the 
eastern districts had done as well, 
the full draft of 100,000 men would 
now be in uniform, but as the east 
has_not done so, Ontario still con- 
tinues to show her metal. According 
to the last figures supplied, Ontario 
has given 28,000 mon under the Mili- 
tary Service Act as compared to 8,000 
from the Province of Quebec, Great 
interest was recently aroused by a 
statement regarding this matter 
made by Lt.-Col: H. A: Machin, direc- 
tor of the Military Service Act branch 
of the Ministry of Justice and mem- 
ber of the Ontario Legislature for 
Kenora. Col. Machin went overseas 
as a coloned in command of the 94th 
Battalion, having refused a judg~ 
ship in order to do so, and his pres- 
ent position, which he says he does 
not expect to hold, is worth $6,000 
@ year. 
* Col. Machin sald: “I have been 
sent to Montreal to devise a means

Viewed from any angle, the workl's experience with war during the past 
four years should harden the resolution to go on with the struggle until an 
end is made once for all of militarism and the habit of settling inte rational 
disputes by wholesale slaughter. Justice is not to be had in that way. Abso- 
lute justice may not be meted out by a league of peace any more than it ia 
meted cut by our national law courts, but at least it wou'd approach nearer! 
to perfection and be less of a reflection on the humanity and intellicence of 
mankitd, Allied peoples should not tolerate in. hig public offices men who 
will not work earnestly for universal disarmament, the compulsory arbitration 
of international disputes and the maintenance of order by a police force re- 
presenting civilization as a whole. x

appearance of a dingy old collier, with 
an undisciplinedtooking crew which : 
was suitably attired, he said, Th 
ship sailed Into the Atlantic wth the 
necessary orders and finally sighted a 
German submarine. The decoy turned 
‘and ran away, but the submarine orer: 
hauled ber and opened fire. Some of 
the German shells fell on the decoy"s 
deck and members of the crew were 
wounded and killed. The flight of the 
decoy continued and she signaled for 
help. An hour and a half later the 
submarine drew nearer. 
In the meantime the decoy’s decks 
—~kad been set on fire and the captain 
knew that her magazine would soca 
explode, In fact the explosion came 
fo a short time and ‘sent one of her 
guns hurtling through the air. 

The submarine had now swung 
around In front of the decoy. The 
captain of the latter signaled to a 
™manof-war which had been xceping 
below the horizon and then unmasked 
the forward gun of the decoy and 
heavily shelled the submarine. One 
projectile tore away the enemy's con- 
ning tower and another hit her in the 
hull. She sank after the fight had 
lasted for fire hours. °

With the French Army in France, 
Aug. H.—Dnring the battles of thé 
past few days the aerial service, pat- 
ticularly bomarding squadrons has 
been playing a most important role, 
The bombing planes have virtually re 
placed the heary artillery which the 
allies were not able to bring up fast 
enough to keep pace with their ad- 
vance. The work of these acroplancs 
is so organized that they immediately 
attack groups of infantry conroys and 
supply trains when they receive sif- 
nals from reconnoitring planes. 

In this their work is very similar 
to that of the heary artillery in its 
co-ordination with the acrial service. 

Bombarding squadrons are kept 
ready for instant service at acrodromes 
so that they may take the air at the

He 
rays: “Resist the devil and-be will 
flee from you. Draw nigh unto God 
and He will draw nigh unto you.” 

Jesus says: “Ha man love me he 
will keep my words: and My Father 
will love him and we will come to him 
and make our abode with him.” This 
is the basic principle of the Gospel of 
Christ: “Immanucl—God with us.” 

I need not tell you that other gospels 
are preached, with no other purpose 
in view than the making merchandise 
of the souls of the people. It.was the 
debasing influence of the false gospel 
which so degraded Christianity’ in 
many of the countries of Europe, Asia, 
and the isles of the sea that made Mo- 
hammed go out from its teaching sick 
at heart, and in his unregencrate con- 
dition institute a form of belief which 
drew 60 many followers into its filthy 
embrace. 

If the Christian teachers had given 
the young man from the desert. the 
Christ-taught creed when he sought 
light and truth from the church of 
Christ, so-called, instead of pointing 
him to saints and, priests, humanly 
appointed ordinances, ceremonies, 
ereeds and traditions, what battlefields 
drenched in blood, and centuries of 
war, and: much of the present atrife 
the world might have been saved from! 

By precept and example, by word 
and decd, influences are started that 
work harm, it may be to {fiend or 
foe, and may Iecome of world-wide 
effect. How careful each one should 
be to speak and act as in the presence 
of God. <A word of skepticism, a sug- 
gestion of a God far away, and only 
to be approached by a favored few, 
may ruin the faith of a loved one, and 
cause him to lose the blessing of spir- 
itual fellowship, and the holy con- 
ccmitants of prayer and epirit-breath- 
ed devotion. - 

If every Christian believer would 
live conscious that God wae as near to 
him as the beating of his own heart, 
how different would be the results of 
daily life. We cannot do wrong when 
we are conscious of God's touch upon 
us. So when this 
Creed’ becomes our creed or an arti- 
cle‘ of our faith it in reality becomes 
a transforming element in® life and 
character. 

"One of our poets has said: 

“Bpeak to Him, thou, for He heare, 

And spirit with spirit can meet. 
Closer is He than breathing: 

Nearer than hands and [eet.”” 

How clear is the teaching of Christ 
along these lines. He saya: “I and 
my Father are one.” Again, speakinz 
to Hin disciples, He «aid: “I am in 
my Father and ye in me, an] I in 
you." Surely every believer can say: 

“Iam so very near to God! 

Nearer I cannot be; ; 

For in the person of His Son, 

T am as near as He.”’ 

My son, for whom the South Afi 
can war opened the gates of Heaven, 
was doing sentry on « copie at hight.

Draw Tourist Traffic to Canada and 
Augment Dominion's Income by 
‘Many Millions of Dollars,

Oltawa; August  15.—The uational 
parks of Canada, being powertul niaz- 
nets for tourist traffic, are becoming 
an increasingly valuable ase to the 
Dominion. The immense sums now 
being’ added to our national indebtdd- 
nesa make it doubly desirable that the 
great potential source of revenue which 
Caneda possesses in her scenic won- 
dera and recreational areas be devel- 
oped to the full, says Mr. J. B. Hark- 
in, Commissioner of Dominion Parks, 
in his annual report. « Mr. Harkin be- 
lieved thatjthe establishment of a na- 
tional burcau for tourist travel is an, 
example which might well be followed 
in Canada. 

The; Secretary of the Interior at| 
Washingtanjestimates that in 1915, 
over $100,000,000 of the money which

Operations commenced in July, 1917 
and the present monthly capacity of 
the plant is about 5,000 tons of shell 
steel, Up to May 31, 900,000 6-inch 
forgings had been produced, in addi- 
tion to 69,500 9.2.inch shell forgings.

rate of about 25,000 per year.

WHY SUGAR IS SCARCE 


Here is one of the many reasons 
why sugar is scarce 
pecially in Europe. 

Sugar production in France has fal- 
lor. to less than 25 per cent of the pre- 
war output because in the carly day# 
of the war when the German troops 
were retreating from occupied por- 
tions of France: they took painy to de: 
stroy virtually all of the sugar mills 
that would have assisted the French to 
maintain their sugar stocks, 

During the years 1912-13 213 French 
mills turned out 967,419 short tons of 
sugar. For 1916-17, 63 mills prodac- 
ed only 204,405 short tons. To fur- 
ther complicate the French sugar sit- 
nation the yield — per acre of * sugar 
beets decreased from 13,30 short tons 
per acre in 1912-13 to 11,70 (short 
tons per acre in 1916-17.

fifteen partially disable Canadians 
aro now enjoying the benefits of 
courses in the best British universi- 
ties and technical schools. So far 37 
such scholarships have been grantel, 
and Canadians hold almost half. The 
seheme is under the supervision of 
the Rhodes Scholarship Trust, of 
which Dr. Parkyn, late principal of 
Upper Canada College, is head. 

But the twenty-thred Rhodes 
scholarships so far allotted to sol- 
diers are quite apart from the regu- 
lar Oxford bursaries, which during 
the past few years have been award- 
ed so many Canadian and other uni- 
versity post-graduates, + In addition 
to the ‘Rhodes scholarships: are the 
Kitchener Memorial scholarships, 
and still others provided by Sir Al- 
fred Beit, etc. In fact, no Mrhit bas 
Deen set to the number, As octasion 
arises the trust proposes to call\upon 
wealthy Britishers who have a 
ed large fortunes from overseas in- 
terests to subscribe scholarships for 
soldicra and sailots of these domin- 
fons. The scholarships usually in- 
clude a cash grant in addition to pay- 
ment of the fces at the institution in 
question. 5 

All branches of education — liter- 
ary and scientific—are comprised in 
the scheme, and the fact that appli- 
cants may have had only a most cle 
mentary education prior to cnilist- 
nient is not necessarily a bar. 

Soldiers cligible must in the first 
place be men who have served at 
the front and no longer fitted for 
general service. Then they must be 
recommended by their commanding 
officers as men fitted to accept and 
benchit by the scholarship. Finally,} 
the candidates thus recommended 50 


allowances, though those drawing 
allowances have this continued. The 
camps and contalescent homes have 
been well circularized for applicants. 

Unlike the regular pre-war courses, 
the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ scholar- 
ships are only for one year, and 
consequently successful completion 
cannot Icad to a degree, but ticy are 
very valuable to university men and 
of great benefit to any man. In re- 
cognition of the necessary shortness 
of the courses the work will be ar- 
ranged that the instruction shall 
be as comprehensive as possible, and 
the certificates granted will really bo 
in the way of diplomas. 

Among those to whom echolar- 
ships have been granted are the fol- 
lowing: 

Sergt. J. A. Church, of Smith's 
Falls, who had spent four months on 
his senior matriculation, is going to 
the Imperial College. of Science ani 
Technology to study civil enginecr- 
ing.

If this sav- 
ing be increased by nll possible eco- 
nomics in private housenolas and by 
curtailed consumption of candy. it is 
certain that there will be a sufficient 
supply-of sugar for the canning and 
preserving season. The Food Board 
has been successful recently In se- 
curing ships to carry raw sugar to } 
Canada and these supplies have defl- 
nitely improved the situation. With 
continued care, there is now no dan- 
ger of anything in the nature of a 
gugar famine and, if the public will 
do ita share, there will be no short- 
sge for the canning and preserving 
season. Continued cconomics are ne- 
cessary, howerer,, and the Food 
Board's regulations must be strictly 
observed. 

The International Sugar Commis- 
sion of New York and the Royal 
Commission of London, working in 
co-operation, virtually control” the 
raw sugar of the world. The Inter- 
national Sugar Conimission Bllocated 
to Canada this year 320,000 tons, as 
against 400,000 tons last | year. 
Our exports of refined sugar last 
year amounted to about 55,000, s0 
that the net shortage for Canadian 
tedrio about-25,- 
000 tons, or approximately six per 
cent: The International Sugar Com- 
however, expected to be able 
to allocate an additional 70,000 tons 
to Canada, which would have given 
us a net surplus over last year of 
45,000 tons, 

Transportation didicultics became 
unexpectedly acute and sufar re- 
ceipts In Canada fell far below sche- 
dule. Arrangements were almost 
completed for ships to bring raw 
sugar direct to Canada, but these hail 
to be dropped. This combination of 
transportation difficulties made ne 
cexsary the restrictions imposed dur- 
ing recent week’ by the Canada Fool 
Board. They will have the effect of 
building up a reserve stock for the 
canning and preserving period, To 
accomplish this to the extent that is 
desired, s0 that no part of our fruit 
or vegetable crop this year may be 
lost on account of shortage of sugar, 
requires the intelligent co-operation 
of the public, especially of private 
homes.

It is especially un- 
fortunate that any misapprehension 
should exist at a time when every 
ounce of food that can be produced 
will be required, I, therefore, strong- 
ly urge everyone who can produce 
garden truck to do so on the widest 
possible scale. Women and children 
can especially help in this branch of 
production.”

Since the United States lined up with the Allies against Germany 
athe bond of blood-brotherhood has caused many .old prejudices to be 
castioff forever unselfish sacrifices and unconquerable spirit of 
“Britain is now appreciated and acknowledged by Americans. The fol- 
lowing editorial from the New York Times illustrates the change of 
sentiment which the war has inspired:

We Americans have learned 
t day of confusion and tumbling faiths. We 
, for one thing, how difficult it is to educate a° 
toa world, the world that was then revealed. 
We had lived and thought peace, as had England. And in 
a twinkling a monster was revealed striking at the heart of . 
civilization. ‘England, like ourselves, was called upon to re- © 
“adjust ‘her whole ‘philosophy, jo remake her whole national 
‘mind: ‘And she was required to do it gvernight. For us 
there was time, as events proved, time to waste in vanity 
and sloth. For England there was no time. 


- ‘ 
What England then did 


on: that qth day-of August, 
1914, will always stand as one of the clearest acts of cour- 
age and decision that a great nation has ever committed. 

There was a confusion of voices in England, naturally. 

~ Germany sought by every wile to keep England out of the 

war. ‘There was endless opportunity for debate and S$o- 
phistry. And England did not debate. Is there such a 
thing as national insting, national intuition, in such an 
hour?, Whatever the source, the finest and truest of Eng- 
Jand took command. Face to face with 2 deadly monster, 
wantonly over-running innocent Belgium and striking for 
peaceful France, England. drew her sword with splendor 
and with righteousness. The words of Mr. Asquith in the 
House of Commons cannot be reread too often: 

. “We are fighting, firstly, to fulfil international obliga- 

. tions which, if entered into by private individuals, no self- 

_ specting man could have repudiated ; and secondly, to vin- 

© dicate the principle that small nations are not be crushed in 
defiance of international good faith at the arbitrary will of a 
strong and over-mastering power. No nation ever entered 
into a great contest with a cleaner, conscience or 2 stronger 
conviction. It is striking for the defence of a principle, the 
maintenance of which is the vital civlization of the world."’ 

Four years of Allied discussion have not added mater- - 
jally to these clear words of right and justice with which 
England made her swift decision. 

What she declared, that she did. The whole army of 
Engtand was flung forthwith to the support of France with- 
out thought of what might come after. The cool gallantry 
of shat wonderful little force was not more superb than the 
calm courage of the government and the nation which thus 
habardd is fast fighting man in support of its honor. 

The years since have been solemn and dark for Eng- 
land. It is not in the Englishman to do his labor romantic- 
ally. It is in the English character to do much doggedly 

~ and ‘unintelligently.. “Dogged docs it.” There have been 
‘ups‘and downs in the English heart and will, as in every 
other nation at war; but the will to win has never faltered 
and her men and women have fought the fight against odds 
with true British determination. At each wound and rebuff 
the old lion has shaken his mane and retyrned to She fight 
harder than ever. : o 

We are fighting side by side with our British allies as 
with our French allies, Our cause is as unified as our com- 
mand. | Old’ hostilities seem a world away. _ Not only .ad- 
miration for all that England has done, but understanding 
has entered our hearts. The Tricolor, the Union Jack and 
the Stars and Stripes are bound on the same errand, and 
please God they ‘shall never part.- That is the message of

Hitherto Great Britain has been able 
to take more American troope to 
France than we have moved. In the 
months of April, May and June 633,- 
000 men were transported, according 
to Sir Joseph Maclay, Great Britain 
taking over 331,000. The proportion 
has been maintained during the whole 
period. The United States, however, 
seems to work more quickly with its 
available ships, an advantage due to 
the excellent organization at the 
French port taken over. As the Bri- 
lish Controller recently arranged for a 
larger contribution of tonnage, it may 
presently appear that Great Britain is 
carrying more American troops than 

ever. 

Nothing is said about the co-oper- 
ation of the two navies in convoy work.

TOKIO, Aug. 20-—Vladirostock te 
into the hands of | the Czccho-Sfovaks 
hecause a Lenine order went astray. 
The order provided that the Czurchs in 
Vladirostock wera to be disarmed br 
the Bolsheviki on, Sunday, June 30 
The Chezrhs learned of the order or 
Yriday, Juno 23—They spent a busy 
Saturday, and by nightfcll, Jene 29. 
they were incommand of Siberia‘s 
great Pacific port. 

-Saturday morning a Cxech ultims 
tam was presented to the local Soviet 
to disarm their Red Guards, and t~ 
yand over to the Csechs all the’ 
weapons, Half an hour wns given to 
complete the disarmament. The 
Soviet refused. Therenpon Koviet 
cas declared to be di ed, and of- 
lors were given to arrest its delegate 
and all the prominent Bolsheviki in 
torn. 

Meantime in the harbor, the Sorict 
torpedo boats Bravery. Trady. Tochny 
and Malaicfl loosed ‘their anchors and 
attempted to put out to sea. The 
British cruiser Suffolk silently turned 
her broadside on the approachirr: 
craft, and cleared her guns for action. 
The Japanese cruiser Asahi signalled 
the Bolsheviki boats t ohalt. Ther 
obeyed, a British and Japanese officer 
boarded cach vessel, and the crews 
surrendered without resistence, ; 

Ashore, “the Czechs, strengthened 
by marines from the Brit‘sh and Jap- 
ancse cruisers, quickly occupied all 
strategic points, powaye magazines 
ra‘lway stations, and public build- 
ings. 

At 3 p.m. a Ceech guard approac’. 
ed the Bolsheviki fortress and de- 
manded its surrended. He was shot 
down. For two hoors machine guns 
poured a never-ending stream of bul- 
lets into the fortress, The Red Guards 
gerrixon was unable to approach the 
windows to return the fire. Crowds 
watched the fight in s‘lenc from 
erery point of vantage. 

Snddenly there was 8 terrific 
explosion. A Czech had crawhed near 
the fortress under the machine, gun 
barrage and had thrown a mine into 
the building. Fire started and * 
white flag was tun up. The fight 
was over. 

Ceech casualties were fone killed 
and fifteen wounded. The Soviet 
lost 41 killed ahd 108 wounded.

OTTAWA, | Aug. 20.—The sub-com- 
tniitee of the Privy Council which re- 
cently heard the representations of 
the letter carriers, railway, mail clerks 
and postal clerks of the Postal Service 
of Canada for increases in salary, has 
made its report, which was yesterday 
adopted by the Government and ‘con- 
requently goes into effect at once. 

The principal recommendation. in 
the report is that in addition to all 
salaries. and alkewancea voted by 
Parliament, and now payable, there 
shall be paid a further provisional al- 
Jowance for the current fiscal year, 
and as from April 1, 1918, of $100. to 
employees east of Sault Ste, Marie, 
and $50 to those at and west of Sault 
Ste. Marie. For many years Western 
employees have received a special liy- 
ing allowance of $180 over those of 
the East, and thie has been taken into 
consideration by the committee. At 

tthe hearings the view waa strongly 
expreseal to the committce that this 
differential »wrk} not justified under 
present conditions, The present sa'-

FROM PTE. J. W. HOLDEN 


Miss Bessic Brown, 161 Albion 
street, city, has recelred the follow- 
ing letter from her cousin, Pte. J. W. 
Holden, at Seaford Camp, England: 

Seaford, July 25, 1918.

The work that Cana:}s has done and 
i doing for her wounded soldiers in 
the way of hospital treatment and re- 
education is fully set forth in “Can- 
ada’s Work for Wounded Soldiers," a 
five reel serial produced by the De- 
partment of Soldiers’ Civil Re-Es- 
tablishlishment and shortly to be ex- 
hibited in theatres throughout Can- 
ada.

be particularly beneficial. Of special 
interest, not only to the general pub- 
lic, but to medical men are the 
scenes showing the use of the appar- 
atus at Hart House, Toronto, and 
other places, for restoring flexibilits 
and power to arms, legs and fingers 
made impotent by ear wounds,

STRATEGIO RAILWAYS. 


Work Done By the Canadians Behind 
British 


Ince. 

Behind the new fighting line since 
the Germans" advance in April there 
bas grown up a network of strategic 
railways making s formidable sys- 
tem, which more than compensates 
vs for the loss of those lines we had 
to abandon and destroy in our re- 
tirement. Almost from the day the 
enemy crossed the Nord Canal prac- 
tleally every battalion of Canadian 
railways troops has been worKing un- 
ceasingly at the task, some units act- 
ing as pioneers in the construction of 
the great defence line that causes tho 
Germans to hesitate on this sector. 

Little French villages that never 
hoped for steel links, with the larger 
cities have now become, as if by the 
rubbing of some magic Aladdin’s 
lamp, great junctions where train- 
loads of supplies come and go every 
part of an hour. The new lines run 
through the fertile fields of growing 
crops, but careful building has sav- 
ed the Frenchman his harvest, but 
for the necessary strip of permanent 
way. There are alternate routes 
‘around towns, which the Boche 
might shell, and day by day stores 
of ‘carefully-concealed) ammunition 
dumps grow up which are fed by the 
strips of stcel. 

“Speaking from a strategical point 
of view,” said a railway staff officer, 
“we are in a better position th-day 
than we were on the Somme. | The 
hundreds of miles of new track have 
been built especially for military use 
and conform with the Gghting front. 
All possibilities have been considered. 
Where, previously, we had to rely on 
eivilian-bullt lines which wound ted- 
fously round the country-by indirect 
roules, we now have a military sys- 
tem which takes out supplies in the 
quickest and most direct way to 
where they are needed. The latest 
German thrust gave us the first test 


of the system, and divisionn were 


shifted with a speed that must have 
surprised the enemy.” 
In the s2meo way some of the Cana- 
dian avaiiary troops have been work- 
}ing untiringly in the gun spurs be- 
*hind the new front, from which the 
big howitzers pound the enemy posi- 
tions. One battery from the Middle 
Weat has the record of 
12 of these in a week, and cach one- 
was cleverly camouflaged {fom the 
prying eyex of German airmen. 
From the new railheads, many of 


which Lave’ ‘been christened with _ 
freshly- 


(Canadian rames, here start 
constructed light railway systems 
that wind their way through littlo 
valleys still screened from the enemy 
to the fne, new reserve trenches 
which have not yet had to be used, 
and perhaps never will be. You can- 
not run trains over a line drawn in 
blue pencil on an ordnance map, and 
the railway engincers have to build 
scores of miles that might not. be 
used. They must be there for an 
emergency. 

The construction of the new Brit- 
ish defences—rallways play a prom- 
inent part — have been marvelously 
complete and have been so rapid that 
before the Germans could take 
breath for another stage of the at- 
tacks on this northern section, the® 
fabric of a fortress faced them and 
grew Into such menacing shape that

An Interesting Mlustration is 
afforded by the Migratory Bird 
Treaty recently signed by President 
Wilson. The treaty was agreed to 
long ago, but questions arose as to 
the power of the Washington Gov- 
ernment to dispose of a subject over 
which the states had, in the past, 
generally anserted and excreised 
jurisdiction,. Canada being the frst 
nation on the North American Con- 
tinent to becowe involved in the 
present war, and, realizing the vital 
necessity of protecting its crops, 
sought to enter oO a treaty with 
the United States which would guar- 
antee the protection of useful birds 
fying at Intervals hither and thither 
between the two countries. 

The Dominion Government found 
no difficulty in arousing interest io 
its purpose across the border, and st 
required no time for the proper 
Authorities In these neighboring na- 
tions to agree upon the terms of a 
measure designed to protect birds 
now regarded by instructed agricul- 
turists as of inestimable talue in 
crop production. The treaty framed 
sought to shicld from destructioz, 
and perhaps from annihilation, var- 
fous game birds, including water 
fowl, migratory Insectivorous birds, 
including bobolinks, catbirds, chicka- 
dees, meadow larks, thrushes, wrens, 
and many others more or less fam- 
fllar on the farma of the United 
States and Canada.

“My understanding of the order is 
that after the first of September I 
must not sell sugar to mannfactuers 
or to boarding house keepers who serre 
more than 14 meals per day, apart 
from those consumed by members of 
the family," said a North Toronto 
dealer. “There is nothing ‘in the or 
der, as far as I can see, to prevent 
me selling any amount of sugar to my 
ordinary customers. (ff course no 
one kno«s when another order will 
be imued."* 

Other dealers are of the same 
opinion, and are selling sugar as us- 
ual. They expect to continue to sell 
it after the first of the month. with 
the exceptions mentioned. 

Many of tho dealers are refusing 
to sell granulated sugar to their cus- 
tomers unless a certain amount 
“sellow’? sngar is also purchased. 
Some require a “fifty-filty"” order, 
while others only require one-third of 
“yellow”? with every pound of granu- 
lated ordered. 

The requirements originated with 
the Food Roard, which instructed the 
refiners to turn out more ‘‘rellow’ 
sugar, as it could be done at a great- 
er advantage than producing the 
granulated.

'Euher ferm is correct, but “air- 
plane’” i3 fast supplanting the older 
foim. “‘A.rplane’’ was chosen for the 
sake of uniformity. We speak of 
“aircralt” and “airmen”; why not of 
“airplanes”? We say “‘scaplancs,”” 
not ‘'marine planes.” The British 
War Office did not atyle its aecronautic 
branch “the Royal Aviation Corps,” 
“the Royal Flying Corps,” which is 
simpler and free from the clumsiness 
of the other form. Nor did the British 
Navy style its: flying branch “the 
Royal Naval Aviation Service,” but 
“the Royal Naval Air Service.” The 
two branches now combined in one 
force do-not bear the name “Royal 
Aero Force,’ but “Royal Air Force.” 
If we have an air force and airmen, 
ewhy not have airplanes) and air- 
drome? There is nothing particu'ar- 
ly cacred about the term “‘acroplane.’’ 
It is leas than twenty years since it 
was coined by Orville: Wrizht, of Day- 
ton, Ohio, inventor of the first success- 
ful airplane. Why he chose the Latin

In this village was witnessed the 
remarkable spectacle of a trooper 
galloping with bis reins over his arm 
and emptying his carhine at the en- 
omy.

Shipp, the Treasurer and Grand Field Sec- 
retary of the Y.M.C.A. War: Work Council in France, who has just re- 
turned after a year spent on the battlefields of Eusepe, tells the follow- 
ing interesting story of 2 Padre whose viewpoint was altered by war 
conditions :° . 
“1 remember particularly on: preaches wha came, to 
France with the belief that he would save a lot of soldiers 
from the tobacco evil. His personal feelings against to- 
bacco were so strong that he felt himsclf unable to sell the 
weed in one of our canteens. This was not discovered un- 
til the clergyman had been put in charge of a hut immedi- 
ately behind the lines. 
“One night there was considerable infantry activity in 
this sector. At dawn the walking cases among the wound- 
ed began returning to a rest-station far behind the “Y* hut. 
‘A party.of twelve or thirteen-under a sergeant stopped at 
the hut. ‘ ae 
» “The secretary-clergymen saw wounded men returning 
from the trenches for the first time. They said they were 
broke’ and asked for chocolate. He gave it to them and 
asked the men if they wanted anything else- 
. “The sergeant told him that the only other thing they 
“needed was cigarettes. They needed them Ugdly. There 
was a supply in the hut... The anti-tobacco clergyman hesi- 
tated about one-half second. Then his program for saving 
men from nicotine went by the board. - He passed cigar- 
ettes around to each of the wounded men. They departed 
for the rear. } 
“In a few minutes another group came along. They, 
too, needed something to smoke. Once more he abandoned 
his principles. A third group appea.ed.. Again the cigar- 
ettes wre distributed. * 
“By this time the cleryman discoverd that his supply _ 
of matches was practically exhausted. The fourth batch of 
visitors completely consumed it 
“For the rest of the day this crusader against tobacco 
found himself doiniz the only thing that would, enable him 
“to look his wounded countrymen in the eye as they stopped 
at his hut for rest. He beota Ugarette glowing in his own 
lips’all day long so that each boy would be able to get a

Catching Up to Us, 

The New York Commercial states 
that the United States is second to 
Canada in supplying farm machinery 
to Australia and its position In tho 
trade is dily Improving. Eleven 
million dollars" worth of such mach- 
inery is required annually by Austra- 
lian farmers, of which seven million 
dollars’ worth 1s manufactured at 
home and four milllon dollars’ worth 
imported. 

While the present demand for farm 
machinery is substantial the fact ts 
that in the normal course of events 
Australla is destined to become’ a 
much more attractive market for 
such articles, The ftocreasing ef- 
clency of farm tractors should 
eventually prove a most Important 
factor in developing the agricultural 
Tersources of the country. In spite of 
the present difficulties In the path of 
tho average American manufacturer, 
the market deserves the utmost at- 
tention, especially on the part of 
those who produce a falr number of 
the machines most favored by the 
Australian farmer. 

The home manufacturers are fay- 
ored by the fact that much of the 
land is not cleared of stumps, so that 
a stump-jump feature is a necessity in 
most implements. Canadian and 
American manufacturers have never 
been obliged to specialize on such a 
feature, whereas the Australian 
Inanufacturer has given it attention 
for years. This and other disadvan- 
tages and advantages are discussed 
at length in an American Govern- 
ment report for the benefit of manu- 
facturera and exporters who are plan- 
ning to extend their Australian and 
New Zealand trado as soon as nor- 
mal conditions are restored.

“THE CHRIST;TAUGHT, CREED’’ 
Article V1.—Matt. x:29-3!. 

In our meditations upon what we 
have termed: ‘'The _ Christ-Tavght 
Creed,'* we have proceeded along ‘the 
lines of child life peychology. By a 
principle of theological interpretation, 
simple enough for a little child to 
understand, and by illustrations from. 
hearta‘and minds, thoughts, words and 
deed’ of children, we are prepared to 
accept aa facts that “God is our 
Father, Great, Good, Near, Loving. 

We now, by the same method of in- 
terpretation propose to. show. that 
Christ taught that God is a Father 
that cares for His children. Every lit- 
tle child that can, with confklence say 
“My {father loves me,” may be pretty 
aure that such love will become con- 
crete in daily action for his well-being. 

In places of danger or times of 
want, the child trusting in his father’s 
love for him, will say with restful as- 
surance: “My father will take care of 
me.” This chiki-like faith was, in a 
very subtle manner, commended by 
our Lord, when He said of a child “Of 
such is the kingdom of’ God.” 

Only as we have this simple confid- 
ence in God's fatherly care can we 
participate in the spiritual enrichment 
contained in our text. The previden- 
tial care of the Father was of\ireat 
value to Christ, the loftiest of all be- 
ing and intellect. He considered it 
a great boon to’ the. almost valueless 
creatures—sparrows. How much more 
should we esteem the daily care of the 
Almighty, being ax we are, subject 
not only to the physical elements 
which destroy the birds,, but subject 
to spiritual enemies—powers and prin: 
cipalities of the-kingdom of darkness 
that assault amd would destroy the 
soul, 

The exhortation of Deter is worth re- 
membering just here.. He says: 
“Humble yourselves, therefore, under 
the mighty hand of God that He may 
exalt you in due time: caating all your 
care upon Him for He careth for you. 
Be sober, be vigilant, because your ad- 
wereary the devil, aa a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour.” If we would realize the

The Canadian Associated Press 
finds a good many Canadians holding 
official. positions here are a little 
puzskel by this cable.

‘alway been theoretically and consti- 
tutionally at least in the hands of the 
Canadian government, 


It is truo thiy authority carly in 
the war in practice largely exercised 
by the War Office, bat the Canadian 
organization here has been’ gradually 
assuming it, 

When Sir Perley was apointed over- 
seas Minister nearly two yeara ago, 
one. of his first acts was to assume 
complete direction of the Canadian 
troops in England under the command 
of General Turner and also to appoint 
a Canadian representative at General 
Headquarters in Franco, This. prin- 
ciplo was then established that no 
Promotions or appointmenta could be 
niauc, oven at tho front, without the 
sanction of the Canadian Government, 
and that all decisions regarding gen- 
eral administration rested in their 
hands. Sir Edward Kemp continued 
negotiations with a view to the dovel-- 
opment of this policy and arranged 
to have a branch of the Canadian 
Headquarters in France.

“Following deniilire which ‘began 
at 5.45 o'clock’ in the morning 
heavy attack was made by deeply 
echeloned troops from Deville Wood 
to the Somme. The attack collapsed 
in our denfence fire or before out 
rounter-attacks.”” 

Partial enemy attacks in the after- 
fioon between the Somme and the 
Oise were repulsed, the Teport ‘adds, 
‘y covering detachments before ‘our 
new positions’ and the report con- 
cludes by saying: 

“Repeated heavy attacks this morn- 
ing north of the Aisne brought only 
fresh sacrifices of « bloal to 
French.”*

Bir 
Robert Borden went thé length of agreeing that the Allies should employ the 
sconomical weapon to. protect themselves ggainat an unregenerate Germany, 
but he very property took the position that the future tariff policy of the Old 
“ountry was a matter of its own concern, just ax the tariff policy of Canada is 
one for this country alone to decide, and that Canadians hadjno desire or 
intention of interfering with Great Britain in its own affairs, Sir, Robert has 
been highly commended in England ‘for hia attitude, while Mr. Hughes has 
been roundly condemned. 

But Sir Charles seems to be in a fault-finding frame of mind about things 
in general, From regretting that Premier Borden is pot like Premier Hughes, 
he goeg on to express the futile lament that Sir John Al Macdovald is tot 
alive and at the head of the Canadian Government. He'says thatif Sir John 
had been alive ‘things woukl have been handled differently and “there 
would have been none of these strikes and there would have been none of this 
talk of profiteering.’” He woukt have tokl the strikera t9 “work or fight” as 
Mr. Lloyd George did in England. 

Able alatesmen though he was, Sir John was not wipetaeeie and if alive 
he woukd not be so all-powerful as the discontented Sir Charles Hibbert Tup- 
per thinks he would be. He woukl be a more able man than the war has 
produced in-any country if he coukd prevent talk of profiteering. There has 
been more profiteering.in nearly every country at war than there has been in 
Canada. And we don’t think the present Government has anything to be 
ashamed of in its handling of the strikea. It haa sneceeded: in’ bringing them 
all to early conclusions and thue preventing interference of any extent with 
war effort. The strike in Kogland which Mr. Lloyd George took such drastic 
action to settle was quite different from the strikea in Canada, Munitions 
workers were striking in an effort to defeat a policy adopted by the state for 
the prosecution of the war. Most of the brief atrikea in Canada have beén 
witye agreements,
